OYSTER HALL OF FAME 
The oyster, as seen by Charles Dickens, is 
“ secret and self-contained, and solitary.” Now 
comes word that at least in Chincoteague, 
Va., home of some of the nation’s finest oysters, 
all this splendid isolation will soon be a thing 
of the past. 
Mrs. Henry Leonard and 14 women working 
with her have acquired a house and a plot of 
waterfront property and plan to move the house 
to the property and open an Oyster Museum— 
or perhaps it should be an Oyster Hall of Fame. 
The focus will be on Ostrea V irginia, but 
other oysters from around the world will also 
be on display. “ Japan even wants to send us 
a display of pearls,” says Mrs. Leonard. 
Chincoteague oysters are usually firm and 
fleshy and big, and mighty fine eating. But 
• the industry/ is^ in a tough way. Maryland 
and Virginia waters in 1880 yielded 117 million 
pounds of oyster succulence. Today production 
has dropped by at least two thirds, largely 
because of Chesapeake Bay silting from the 
Susquehanna, York, and Potomac rivers. 
Once again, however, oyster cultivation is 
growing rapidly, particularly at Chincoteague, 
which is off the Virginia shore of the Atlantic. 
Empty oyster shells are placed on sand bars. 
Oyster “ spat,” the organism from which oysters 
grow, attaches to the old shells and in time 
grows into edible oysters. 
Belletrists have traced the great Oyster Myth 
back more than three and a half centuries 
to one Henry Buttes, who wrote in 1599: “The 
oyster is unseasonable and unwholesome in all 
months that have not the letter R in their name.” 
Actually, oysters are fatted in spring, and taste 
better, too, because at this time they begin to 
store glycogen, an animal starch, in preparation 
for the summer spawning season. (Any oyster 
eater knows, of course, that the bivalve is 
more nearly balanced nutritionally than any 
other food.) 
It was James I of England who remarked 
for the ages: “ He was a bold man who first 
swallowed an oyster.” And it was one John 
Shedd who wrote: “ It is the sick oyster which 
possesses the pearl.”

The highway beautification bill, signed into law 
by President Lyndon B. Johnson, is one of the 
most significant accomplishments of the 89th 
Congress. 
It is a start. In some respects a bad one but 
a start. 
Congressman Paul Jones, our good Democratic 
neighbor from Kennett, voted with a majority 
of Missouri Congressmen against this bill for 
good and well documented reasons. 
We ap­ 
preciate their reservations about this bill even 
though we are happy that this legislation became 
law. 
During the next quarter of a century if the 
United States avoids becoming a materialistic 
slum, nature’s beauty must be preserved and 
greater attention must be paid to conservation 
of natural resources and to water and air 
pollution. This frankly means that the federal 
government must regulate business and indus­ 
trial enterprises more than it has in the past. 
This may be an unpleasant fact and it may be 
that some people will be damaged financially 
but it is necessary. 
One of several reasons why Missouri members 
of Congress voted against the highway beautifica­ 
tion bill was that 
because of constitutional 
limitations the state may lose almost $20 
million in federal funds. The new law gives 
states towo years to comply with so that the 
loss cftn be avoided but that is not sufficient 
/ 


I 
time. 
While the thought of the state losing such a 
large sum is not pleasant, the need for the law 
is overdue. If Missouri is denied any federal 
money the responsibility for the state’s failure 
to get it rests on the shoulders of its state 
legislators. 
Just why the billboard lobbyists have proved to 
be more effective with state legislators than 
with congressmen is a mystery but it is a fact. 
Missouri and many other states have refused 
persistently to enact laws to adopt reasonable 
regulations controlling billboards on interstate 
highways in order to qualify for a federal 
subsidy. State rights are often a battle cry 
but here is another instance where the federal 
government was forced to act because the states 
refused to act. 
Since 1958, when a billboard bonus law was 
enacted, only 25 states have agreed to control 
billboard advertising along interstate routes. 
Only $500,000 in bonus money has been paid 
to states by the federal government for control 
of less than 200 miles of interstate highway. 
This is less than one per cent of the interstate 
mileage already completed. That is all there 
is to show for seven years of effort. This is 
a dismal and disgraceful record of state kow­ 
towing to the outdoor advertising industry. 
Billboards are objectionable when they shield 
scenery and when they dot the landscape in 
such a variety of shapes and at so many dif­ 
ferent spots as to give the landscape a hodge­ 
podge, slum-like appearance. When they hide a 
junk yard or a city slum from the motorists* 
view they perform a service. 
Some give tourists needed information about 
accommodations. Some such signs will be per­ 
mitted on a regulated basis under the new law. 
The harassed owners of small service busi­ 
nesses now located off interstate or primary 
highways is entitled to both consideration and 
sympathy. 
Their legitimate advertising needs should be 
treated with consideration by the secretary of 
commerce under the new law but they have no 
right or license to become despoilers just to 
promote their business. Abuses must be ended. 
The unsightly mess must go. 
There has been an equally urgent need to 
control junkyards, particularly the automobile 
graveyards along major highways. 
In this the states also have abdicated their 
responsibility. So the federal government has 
stepped in. 
The highway beautification bill for which both 
President Johnson and his wife, Lady Bird, 
fought so hard and at times exerted unreasonable 
and intemperate pressure to obtain, is in some 
respects a bad law. A better one might have 
been passed but it hasn’t been. 
The new law can be amended. If enforcement 
is f'rm but careful, reasonable and restrained 
it will fill a need that will be welcomed by 
most Americans. 
After alh-^these years almost any start 
preferable to none.

At best, the responsibilities 
of government being what they 
are in these dangerous times, 
that tax bill will remain huge. 
But what earthly reason is there 
for making it larger than nec- 
essary--and for unnecessarily 
increasing the national deficit— 
by 
making government the 
operator and supporter of tax- 
exempt, 
subsidized, 
com­ 
m ercial operations which would 
be performed, and with maxi­ 
mum efficiency, by self-sup­ 
porting, 
taxpaying 
private 
enterprise? 
This is an essential question 
that should engage the full at­ 
tention of Congress in passing 
new laws and appropriations and 
in changing and revising exist­ 
ing ones. We must pay, what­ 
ever the sum, for those es­ 
sential services and protections 
that only government can pro­ 
vide. We should not be com­ 
pelled to pay for any others 
by unnecessary taxation.

Charles 
Chamberlain of Michigan would 
permit a business to invest back 
into that business 20% of a 
year’s profits up to a maximum 
of $30,000 in any one Year 
from capital equipment, inven­ 
tory, or on accounts receivable, 
wihtout paying taxes on this 
part of the earnings. 
Hie survey now mas over50,- 
000 respondents and shows that 
32.8% have expanded in the past 
year, to provide 3.2 new jobs 
per expanding business. Pro­ 
jected over the nation's 4,500,- 
000 independent enterprises the 
results indicate some 1,500,- 
000 enterprises expanded, to 
provide some 4,500,000 new 
jobs. 
In addition, while the majority 
of 
the independent business 
proprietors indicate they would 
have no substantial problem in 
borrowing 
money to expand, 
they are reluctant to do so. 
Until the government does per­ 
mit the small and independent 
operator to reinvest profits to 
expand, all these other verbal 
gyrations purported to aid ex­ 
pansion are worthless,

WASHINGTON—A 
freshman 
senator who had to bump his 
way back and forth on the mid­ 
night sleeper between Provi­ 
dence, R. L, ar>d Washington 
has finally accomplished 
the 
miracle of starting to stream­ 
line the truck passenger lines 
of the USA. 
Sen. Claiborne Pell is a New 
’England aristocrat whose great, 
great grandfather, Lord Pell, 
sided with the British in 
the 
Revolutionary War and had to 
flee to Canada. But his grand­ 
son, now a senator, sided with 
the commuter in the revolution 
over transportation, and per­ 
suaded President Johnson and 
Congress to start to work on a 
high-speed rail line that will 
run from Washington to Boston 
in five hours instead of ten. 
Bids for prototype cars for this 
ew line will be let next week. 
They will be tried out next year 
at a speed of around 125 miles 
per 
hour between Providence 
and Boston where the roadbed 
is perfect. The difficult parts 
of 
the roadbed 
are between 
Providence and New Haven, and 
on the southern end of the track 
around Washington and Balti­ 
more. 
The 
congested area 
around 
New York also presents prob­ 
lems. It will be almost impos­ 
sible to run through New York 
City at a speed of IOO miles 
an hour; so New York may be 
bypassed altogether. Thus, the 
through train from Washington 
to Boston would go around New 
York, while other fast trains 
from Washington and from Bos­ 
ton would term inate in New 
York. 
If the fest trains along the 
eastern seaboard operate as ex­ 
pected, they can be duplicated 
along the heavily populated Pa­ 
cific Coast from San Francisco 
to San Diego; also from Chicago 
to St. Louis. 
Sixty per cent of the space in 
Los Angeles is devoted to au­ 
tomobiles—either throughways 
or service stations; while 
an 
undetermined 
part of the air 


over the city is contamined by 
auto 
exhaust. 
Los Angeles, 
therefore, has got to do some­ 
thing 
about other 
forms 
of 
transportation, either railroad 
or monorail. 
WHAT ELECTS GOOD 
MEN? 
Is it political accident 
or 
deliberate 
design that sends 
good congressmen to Washing­ 
ton? In the excellent crop 
of 
freshmen who helped to make 
the 
recent 
89th 
session ef­ 
ficient, it was both. 
perhaps the best freshman 
congressmen, 
considering the 
size of the state, came from 
Michigan — Paul Todd, Ray 
Clevenger, Billie Farnum and 
Gerald Ford. Farnum had been 
Michigan’s auditor 
general, 
Ford a member of the Michigan 
Senate. All knew government 
thoroughly before they came to 
Washington. 
All Democrats, 
they were elected despite a 
glamorous 
Republican 
Gov­ 
ernor Romney. This was no 
accident, but due to the care­ 
ful Democratic buildup of G. 
Mennen Williams, who served 
as Governor of Michigan longer 
than any man in history.

On the other hand, it was not 
luck that Iowa, once slx-to-one 
Republican, elected five Demo­ 
crats and only one Republican 
congressman — all good men. 


They are John Schmidhauser, 
john Culver, Bert Bandstra, 
Stanley Greigg, and John Han­ 
sen. The chief reason they were 
elected was that a Democratic 
Governor, Harold Hughes, has 
been so popular that “ Demo­ 
crat” is no longer a dirty word 
in normally Republican Iowa. 
There are other interesting 
Freshmen who made important 
contributions to the 89th Con­ 
gress. 
One was Patsy Mink of 
Honolulu, a japanese Ameri­ 
can Law graduate of the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago with per­ 
sonal “ it” and political know­ 
how.

GESTAPO TACTICS 
IN THE USA? 
The State Department takes a 
very important part in the actual 
armed forces war, although un­ 
declared, the United States must 
fight against Communism. The 
attitude of the State Depart­ 
ment toward Communism be­ 
comes a matter of great con­ 
cern. 
Otto Otepka’s case lingers un­ 
resolved in the State Depart­ 
ment bureaucracy. Otepka, once 
recipient of the Department’s 
Meritorious Service Award, in­ 
curred disfavor because he re­ 
fused to lie to 
the Senate 
Internal Security Subcommittee 
to cover up deficiencies instate 
Department security. 
The Subcommittee found a con­ 
flict 
between Otepka’s testi­ 
mony and that of his super­ 
iors and recalled Otepka to ex­ 
plain his testimony. He pro­ 
duced documentary evidence to 
prove his statements. 
The State Department asked 
the FBI to investigate Otepka 
for “spying for the U.S. Sen­ 
ate.” The FBI found no evidence 
of wrong-doing. There is no 
such crime and Otepka had done 
nothing but tell the truth under 
oath. The witnesses deemed to 
have committed perjury before 
the Subcommittee were per­ 
mitted quietly to resign but one 
was 
promptly rehired 
on 
another government job. Otepka 
was fired summarily, and his 
case has languished in the red 
tape of administrative appeal 
since 1963. Recently his at­ 
torney agreed to a State De­ 
partment proposal that Otepka’s 
appeal be heard by a retired 
Federal judge in the District 
of Columbia, who would make 
recommendations 
for a final 
determination by the Secretary 
of State. 
Otepka agreed, on condition 
that the hearing be public. The 
State Department insisted on 
a secret hearing. 
U.S. Senator Thurmond stated, 
“ To its record in the Otepka 
case of security laxness, de­ 
ception of 
Congress and the 
public, and the use of ’gestapo’ 
investigation and harassment 
tactics, the State Department 
has now added the only re­ 
maining element of a police 
state, the secret trial.” RLH

Pensions Insurance, Drive 
Against Disease Aid Elderly

WASHINGTON (AP) — Big­ 
ger pensions for the nation's 
elderly, Insurance against the 
financial ravages of Illness In 
old age, a drive against the dis­ 
eases that menace all Ameri­ 
cans— 
Pushed by President Johnson 
under his Great Society banner, 
these programs are counted 
among the most dramatic first- 
session steps by the 89th Con­ 
gress In a bumper legislative 
year. 
The price tag Is big: An in­ 
crease of nearly $5 billion in 
Social Security taxes next year, 
and a share of the near-record 
$119.3 billion appropriated by 
Congress. 
If you are one of the more 
than 19 million Americans who 
is 65 or older, the government 
. has placed In your hands—and 
your wallet—a vast new range 
of benefits. 
Overshadowed by the$6.5-bll- 
lion package of medical care 
and Social Security benefits Is 
an array of other programs to 
deal with ailments-^ihysical 
and mental—that can strike at 
any time of life. 
Already the government is 
contacting millions of Ameri­ 
cans who are on the Social Se­ 
curity roster to tell them ofthe 
new medical care provisions 
which begin next July I. 
One is a basic hospital Insur­ 
ance plan. You are covered lf 
you are 65 or older. This Is so 
even lf you don’t draw Social 
Security payments because you 
are still working and earning a 
good living. 
The other Is an optional pro­ 
gram that will pay most of your 
doctors* bills if you are over 65 
and agree to pay $3 a month out 
of your Social Security pension. 
Under the same law, that pay­ 
ment has been Increased by at 
least $4 a month. 
Here Is an example of what 
medicare will mean to a man 
over 65, living largely on Social 
Security: 
Stricken with a heart attack, 
he spends 40 days in a $27 ^-day 
hospital room. 
That adds up to $1,080, an 
overwhelming bill for a man of 
modest means. 
Under the hospital insurance 
program, all but the first $40 of 
that amount will be paid. 
TTie new law entitles an elder­ 
ly American to as much as 60 
days hospitalization for $40, 
with the government paying the 
rest. After that, for another 30 
days, the patient will pay $10 a 
day. The Social Security Insur­ 
ance plan will pay the remain­ 
der. 
Beginning in 1967, an elderly 
patient could leave the hospital 
and recuperate in a nursing 
home, with Insurance paying for 
his first 20 days. Then, for up to 
80 days, the government pro­ 
gram would pay everything 
over $5 dally. 
Under the optional Insurance 
on doctors* bills, the patient 
pays the first $50 and 20 pei 
cent of the remainder. That 
means that lf the same heart 
patient ran up a $500 doctors1 
bill, he would pay $140 of it. His 
$3-a-month Insurance program 
would finance the rest. 
Applications for the optional 
coverage are being malled out 
now by the Social Security Ad­ 
ministration. There's a March 
31, 1966, deadline for people a1- 
ready receiving Social Security. 
There are other benefits In 
that legislative package. Social 
Security payments were boosted 
7 per cent, retroactive to the 
first of the year. 
A man receiving Social Secu­ 
rity should have received by 
now a check equal to 56percent 
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of his monthly payment, to cov­ 
er the retroactive increase. 
With the increase, monthly 
benefits generally range from a 
minimum of $44 for an individ­ 
ual to a top figure of $309.20 for 
a filmily. 
For wage earners under So­ 
cial Security, this overall pack­ 
age means a sharp boost in So­ 
cial Security taxes next Janu­ 
ary. The employer tax share 
also will be bigger. 
If you earn at least $6,600, 
Social Security taxes will cost 
you $277.20 next year. 
This year's top payment, on 
the first $4,800 of income, was 
$174. 
Government 
experts 
think 
there may be some measure of 
offsetting benefit for the under- 
65 wage earner who buys his 
hospital insurance. This would 
be in the form of possible lower 
private rates as elderly people 
curtail or drop their private 
health coverage. 
Congress did not stop with 
benefits for the ailing and elder­ 
ly—it enacted programs des­ 
igned to combat crippling and 
killing diseases. 
President Johnson declared 
his goal is a five-year increase 
in the average American life 
expectancy 
over 
the 
next 
decade. He said that would put 
the average at 75 years. 
One new law launches a three- 
year, 
$340-million campaign 
against cancer, heart disease 
and strokes. Johnson said those 
ailments will claim seven of 
every IO Americans who die this 
year. 
The money will be used to set 
up regional centers designed to 
spur research, training and ed­ 
ucation in combatting the ail­ 
ments. 
Congress also has acted to aid 
medical education and to build, 
on a matching fund basis, up to 
$560 million worth of new health 


research facilities. 
Another $340-milllon federal 
project will pay up to 90 per 
cent of the cost of regional 
health centers. 
Eventually, that could estab­ 
lish up to 30 health centers, 
most of them at medical schools 
across the country. Johnson 
said they would spread to all 
corners of the nation dramatic 
new methods of dealing with 
killer diseases. 
Congress looked to the very 
young, as well as the elderly, in 
enacting health legislation. One 
bill offers $44 million in federal 
grants to help finance immuni­ 
zation programs aimed at five 
contagious diseases that can 
afflict children. 
Another $224 million was vot­ 
ed to help staff community 
mental health centers. 
"Now it is time to take more 
of the mentally ill out of asyl­ 
ums and keep them and care for 
them in their home communi­ 
ties,** said Johnson. 
The President added that one 
in every IO Americans is in need 
of mental health care. 
Congress ordered one warning

Thant said today the United Na. 
tions would "be able to contrib­

when "the one nuclear power 
outside the United Nations can 
be Involved in discussions on

He made that obvious ref­ 
erence to Communist China in 
arguing that "the United Na­

disarmament 
was 
only one 
aspect of the problem because

He thanked 
the Pope **101 his very inspiring 
speech.**

versal membership, Thant said 
that was for the U.N. members 
to decide —

Johnson Tackles Problem 
That Vexed Ancient Rome 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson vows he’ll try to 
solve a problem that baffled 
ancient Rome and frequently 
ties America in knots. 
TTie problem Is transporta­ 
tion. 
Roman engineers built practi­ 
cally indestructible roads wind­ 
ing over hill and dale through 
much of the known world. 
But transport of goods on 
them was frightfully uneconom­ 
ic, for a strange reason. Tile 
Romans never learned to har­ 
ness a horse properly. 
They used an adaptation of 
the ox harness, and lf a horse 
pulled hard he tended to choke 
himself. It was not until the bar­ 
barians from the steppes intro­ 
duced a proper harness that 
costs of transport fell. 
Like a Roman horse, traffic 
in developed modern countries 
tends to choke itself, despite or 
perhaps because of ingenious 
applications of the internal com­ 
bustion engine. 
Tile United States has enough 
private passenger automobiles 
to move all of its people simul­ 
taneously — all riding in the 
front seat. But what a traffic 
jam that would bel 
Even with only part of the 
population out motoring, high- 
powered automobiles frequently 
make no better speed through 


congested areas than did horse- 
drawn omnibuses In the 19th 
century. 
Sen. Claiborne Pell, D—RJ., 
who has given much thought to 
. passenger 
transportation 
In 
such heavily populated areas as 
the Washington-Boston corri­ 
dor, lays emphasis on rails. He 
says one 
railroad 
track can 
handle as many people as 18 
lanes of superhighway. 
So 
the 
recently adjourned 
congressional session voted $90 
million for research and demon­ 
strations. One aim is to hurtle 
trains between the two Eastern 
cities at 150 miles an hour, per­ 
haps eventually much faster. 
The word from Texas is that 
the President will look for other 
metropolitan complexes where 
sim ilar ideas could be tried out. 
Moreover, the President is 
reported to feel that transporta­ 
tion policy generally is in a tan­ 
gle. He is expected to propose to 
the next session of Congress 
measures for a more rational, 
uniform treatment of railroads, 
trucks, buses and ships. 
If he does, the 1966 session 
will see some hard, protracted 
fighting. 
The 
railroads and 
truckers, for example, can be 
expected to deploy their lob­ 
byists in force. 
In essence the question is the 
same that the Romans suffered:

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When I Was A Boy 


As compiled by Ralph Gregory, Curator 
of the Mark TW Un Shrine, Florida, from 
the writings of the founder of the Appeal, 
B, F. “ Pappy" Blanton, In 1919-20. A. 
contemporary of Mark Twain, “ pappy" 
Blanton wrote of the times and customs 
that were so dear to Twain, and about 
which Twain wrote so many interesting 
and humorous anecdotes. (Verbatim copy, 
with some questions and guesses as to 
musing words) 
B. F. “ Pappy** 
Blanton 


November 14, 1919 
When I was a boy there were 
no big fields of wheat raised be­ 
cause there was not much m ar­ 
ket for It, and It all had to lie 
cut by hand and tramped out 
with 
horses. 
I have ridden 
around and around all day on a 
bareback horse tramping out 
wheat until I really needed half 
soling and wished there were no 
horses or wheat, but there al­ 
ways was. As little wheat as 
was raised then, almost every 
farm er raised enough for his 
own use. I never heard of a 
farm er buying a sack of flour 
o r any other bread stuff. It 
would be a good thing lf every 
farm er In the county would raise 
enough wheat to make bread 
for his own family. It would 
save tens of thousands of dol­ 
la rs to the farm ers of this 
county. 
When I was a boy almost 
everything was different from 
what it Is now. Merchants In 
the towns then had a big trade 
In 
dried fruits, apples 
and 
peaches, bacon, etc. which Is 
practically a thing of the past 
now, because people have quit 
drying fruit for sale, 
and 
farm ers sell their hogs on the 
foot now Instead of In bacon. 
When I was a boy it cost five 
cents to send a letter, but the 
sender did not pay the postage. 
Before the letter could be de­ 
livered the person receiving It 
had to pay the postage. There 
were more letters sent to the 
dead letter office then, accord­ 
ing to the number mailed. I 


think newspapers did not have 
to pay postage, but I am not 
certain. 
When I was a boy chicken 
raising was a most haphazzard 
business and no attention was 
paid to raising poultry for m ar­ 
ket. In fact, when I was a kid 
I never heard of anyone selling 
chickens In our neighborhood. 
The hen houses were built of 
small round logs with cracks 
between them that you could 
throw a cat between. As a gen­ 
eral thing, the chickens roosted 
In the trees, winter and sum­ 
m er, and it was common to 
see them with frozen combs. 
Whether the hens were good 
layers ornotldonot remember, 
but there was generally eggs 
for the table. Turkeys, pea­ 
fowls and 
guineas 
always 
roosted out in the trees and 
thrived. There were no fancy 
chickens 
or 
fancy 
chicken 
houses then. 
When I was a boy the chick­ 
ens all over the country were 
regular dunghill fowls, 
and 
scratched for their living In the 
stable lot and hog pens. There 
was the dominecker and some 
white ones and some as black 
as a crow and not much larger, 
but everybody had plenty of 
them, such as they were. The 
first improved chickens we had 
were 
the 
Bramahs and the 
Shanghaighs. Both were very 
large, much larg er than our 
chickens are now, 
but were 
rough and coarse, and In a few 
years they gave way to a better 
strain. The Shanghalgh was very 


tall, the roosters being mostly 
legs. 
They could stand flat 
footed and eat off the head of 
a flour barrel, so It was said. 
When I was a boy many men 
and boys went to town to the mill 
on a sack of corn thrown across 
the back of a horse. Often the 
rider would be barefooted, and 
the boy*s shirt tall would be 
sticking out of the seat of his 
breeches—that's what we called 
them, as I had never heard 
them called pants or trousers, 
then. At the mill the sack of com 
was taken off and you had to 
walt your turn to get It ground 
and some times you had to walt 
all day. I know of one old horse 
mill that was operated by two 
horses hitched to a sweep which 
went round and round with a 
screech all day, and just before 
dark the m iller cried “ all out*' 
and you got your meal and hur­ 
ried home. The capacity of that 
mill was about ten bushels a 
day. The man who owned that 
mill was the most pious man I 
ever knew his name was Joel

ALTHOUGH 
THE SENATE 
HAS BEEN WORKING under 
pressure In completing the work 
of the session, it was a privi­

As this report Is written, the 
historic first session of the 
89th Congress Is drawing to a 
close and I look forward to 
the pleasure of being back In 
Missouri. I will be visiting as 
many areas as possible for dis­ 
cussions of local, state, national 
and International problems. 
My office In Kansas City has 
been opened In the 
Federal 
Court House at 811 Grand. Miss 
Lana Yeokum of Belton, a mem­ 


ber of my Washington staff, Is 
at that office. And my St. Ixwls 
area office Is open at 7730 
Carondelet In Clayton, 
with 
Mrs. Virginia Thorp In charge. 
My Administrative Assistant, 
Stan Flke of Independence, and 
I will be visiting throughout 
the 
State In the weeks Im­ 
mediately ahead. 
Beyond question, the 88th and 
89th Congresses have been the 
most education-minded in the 
history of the nation. These 
Congresses have passed 
24 
major pieces of education leg­ 
islation -- construction ald, 
research assistance, medical 
education, student grant and 
loan help, teacher education, ald 
to elementary and secondary 
schools -- giving, as U. S. 
Commissioner 
of Education 
Francis Keppel says, “ a Fed­ 
eral boost to every aspect of 
learning.*' 
It has long been my position 
that continuing effort toward 
better schools and colleges is 
of primary importance to the 
national Interest and to Mis­ 
souri. 
Among the actions of the Con­ 
gress In this last week was 
final passage of the Higher 
Education Bill, and the Initial 
appropriation of $160 million 
to enable some of these new 
programs to begin this fiscal 
year. 
The amount appropriated Is 
far below the amount authorized 
for fiscal 1966, but Appropria­ 
tions 
Committees 
have In­ 
dicated they will consider ad­ 
ditional funds In the next se s­ 
sion to carry out other pro­ 
visions of the Bill. 
As now passed, $10 million Is 
provided for a new program of 
assistance to colleges and uni­ 
versities for adult or continu­ 
ing education programs or other 
services of benefit to their 
communities. 
An example of 
such program Is the Extension 
Service In which the University 
of Missouri Is now a national 
leader. The Higher Education 
Bill will give assistance to 
further expand this Service, 
and to enable additional colleges 
and universities to develop ap­ 
propriate programs. 
Another new program, Fed­ 
eral scholarships for under­ 
graduates, will get underway 
this year with an Initial ap-

QUESTION: Would you saythat 
the continuous demand of the 
labor unions for higher wages 
is another evidence of the truth 
of 
the Quebec 
charge 
that 
secular unionism leads 
to 
“ harsh claims, unjust methods, 
and the omission of the colla­ 
boration necessary to the com­ 
mon goof**? 
The evidence is very con­ 
vincing. At the 1962 annual 
convention of the A FL-CTO In 
Miami, 
the unions 
assured 
President Kennedy that they 
were with him IOO percent. 
Soon they were saying they 
were with him except regard­ 
ing limitation on wage 
in­ 
creases. Such limitations may 
apply to all others, but not 
to the unions. The unions* con­ 
stant demand for higher wages 
is at the expense of all the 
other elements in the commu­ 
nity. 
Economists 
commonly 
teach that the share in the an­ 
nual national product that goes 
to labor has not changed 
in 
generations. But the share of 
the labor cost that goes 
to 
organized labor has Increased 
out of all proportion to num­ 
bers. In other words,organized 
labor, 
although representing 
only one-fourth of the Ameri­ 
can wage earners, is constant­ 
ly pressuring for itself a larger 
share of the limited wage fund. 
This along with union output 
limitation, featherbedding, and 
foot-dragging of a dozen sorts 
has so raised the cost of living 
that the financial condition of 
has so raised the cost of living 


while the union wage soars. 
Clerical champions of 
the 
unions give this fact the “ once 
over, lightly,** despite 
the 
warning of Pope John in Mater 


et Magistra to “take care lest 
privileged groups arise even 
among 
the workers 
them­ 
selves.** 
Of the continuous labor union 
demand for wage increases,the 
Harvard 
economist, Summer 
Slichter, points out that: “ To­ 
day, unions are fighting to get 
more pay for the 
very work­ 
ers who already enjoy the best 
wages and conditions in 
in­ 
dustry. Twenty years ago the 
public wondered whether unions 
could hold their own against 
powerful employers; today the 
public wonders whether unions 
can be prevented from forcing 
creeping inflation on the com­ 
munity.** 
Moreover, the union demands 
for ever higher wages are 
a 
cause of periodic unemploy­ 
ment, 
from which 
the whole 
country suffers. As Pius XI 
warned in Quadragesimo Anno, 
wages that are too high can 
result in unemployment, just 
as can wages that are too low. 
Prof. Slichter declares that “as 
long as wages outrun produc­ 
tivity, you have an upward ad­ 
justment in the price level or 
pay for it in unemployment.** 
Wages are the major item In 
the cost of production. John S. 
Bugas, Ford*s vice president in 
charge of personnel, has 
re­ 
marked, “ Employe compensa­ 
tion accounts for 78 percent of 
the income generated in manu­ 
facturing and in corporate busi­ 
ness as a whole. Tile govern­ 
ment absorbs another 12 per­ 
cent In profit taxes.** Bugas 
adds, “ Profits remaining for 
dividers and reinvestment in 
the business 
are a relative 
small portion of 
the 
whole 
pie.”

Most stoppages are caused by 
liquid fats in dishwater and 
other wastes.

Some of the metal was blown 
150 feet. 
Firem en worked a long period 
of time to confine the fire to the 
one building Sheds of the Parma 
Lumber Co. were endangered 
but had no fire damage. 
The Gee cotton gin office was 
damaged, with the blast ruining 
some windows. 
Mr. Gee, who 
lives at Blytheville, Ark., has 
gins 
elsew here in southeast 
M issouri and in Arkansas. 
Cause of the fire has not been 
determined.

Little change, lf any, can be 
expected in the attitude of Cam­ 
bodia.

Thailand's Communist • hating 
Foreign Minister Thanat Kho- 
man advocates “ careful use of 
ar mod force" to prevent a Com­ 
munist takeover in Viet Nam 
and eventually in all of South­ 
east Asia. 
A long border with Laos has 
put Thailand close to the Indo­ 
china firing line. The feeling In 
Bangkok id ,that lf Viet Nam 
foils, Laos 'will foil too, and 
Thailand also. 
Thanat Khoman believes that, 
foced with American military 
power, the Communists “ are 
beginning to feel that they can­ 
not get what they want. There Is 
no other way to stop aggres­ 
sion ." 
Although Thai military lead­ 
ers say they need all their 
armed strength to meet threats 
developing along their own bor­ 
ders, Thailand has pitched in 
with some active help for tile 
American-Vlet Nam effort, in­ 
cluding use of airfields. 
The Thai air force has trained 
some 30 South Vietnamese pi­ 
lots, and promises more of the 
sam e. Thai medical and devel­ 
opment project teams are oper­ 
ating 
in 
South 
Viet 
Nam. 
Similar ald is being supplied by 
the Philippines whose foreign 
secretary, Mauro Mendez, is 
known to feel that no action tak­ 
en by the United States In Viet 
Nam could be too strong. Nei­ 
ther President Diosdado Maca- 


pa gal nor his chief opponent, 
Ferdinand Marcos, has made 
Viet Nam an issue In their cam­ 
paigns for Nov. 9 presidential 
elections. A reliable private 
poll recently showed that 16 per 
cent of the Filipinos cheer tor 
the Americans In Viet Nam, 
witn only a few of the remaining 
24 per cent actually In opposi­ 
tion. 
Malaysia's Prime 
Minister 
Abdul Rahman is a vocal sup­ 
porter of America's policy. 
Although elements In his gov­ 
ernment would like to see Ma­ 
laysia 
take a more neutral 
stand — In keeping with the 
country's efforts to win Afro- 
Asian friendship — Rahman 
Insists the United States has no 
alternative but to fight. 
“ It is clear that the Commu­ 
nists were the aggressors. It is 
wrong to speak of American 
intervention," he says. 
Rahman notes that Malaysia, 
while saddled with its own de­ 
fense problems Including hos­ 
tile Indonesia, Is throwing open 
military centers to South Viet­ 
namese personnel for training 
In Jungle warfore. He recently 
welcomed Vietnamese Premier 
Marshal Nguyen Cao Ky. 
TTie influential Straits Times, 
which does not hesitate to twit 
the United States on other mat­ 
ters, has praised President 
Johnson's Viet Nam decisions. 
In neutralist Burma, which 
shares a frontier with Commu­ 
nist China, there has been criti­ 
cism of UJJ. policy — and also 
of North Viet Nam’ s refusal to 
negotiate a peaceful settlement.

Viet Nam cuts two ways. 
Laos has not let Its official 
neutralist line get in the way of 
support for the United States. 
The government of Premier 
Prince Souvanna Phouma has 
become increasingly aware of 
the role played by North Viet 
Nam and Communist China In 
stirring up Laotian civil strife. 
It’ s acknowledged that Ameri­ 
can pressure on the North Viet­ 
namese has slackened the Red 
war effort in Laos. 
The American-equipped Lao­ 
tian air force raids the Ho Chi 
Minh trail, the jungle corridor 
in southern Laos used by the 
North Vietnamese to funnel men 
and equipment to South Viet 
Nam.

New Car 
Sales Set 
Record

NEW 
YORK (AP) —* New 
car sales are setting a record 
this month, and by doing so are 
helping to offset the plunge of 
steel production to the lowest 
level in nearly two years. 
These crosscurrents in the 
economy are important not only 
for what they reveal of the 
present state of industry and 
trade but perhaps more for 
what they might do to consumer 
and business psychology. 
Steel long has had the reputa­ 
tion of being a basic industry. 
When mill production booms, 
the public thinks all must be 
well with the rest of the econo­ 
my. 
Auto sales long have been re­ 
garded as the chief clue to how 
the 
public 
feels 
about the 
present state of affairs and 
about future prospects.New car 
sales are a test both of how 
much money the public has to 
spend and of its willingness to 
spend it. 
So now steel production is 
falling and auto sales are rising. 
Economists are quick to come 
up with explanations of both 
factors and of their apparent 
contradiction. 
That 
cars are selling faster 
this October than last may not 
be as glamorous as it seems at 
first glance. That steel produc­ 
tion is falling and new orders 
coming in slower than expected 
may not be as calamitous as it 
sounds. 
In tile first 20 days of October 
547,000 American made cars 
were sold, compared with 374,- 
OOO in the like period of 1964. 
Tile industry counts on selling 
enough more to push October's 
total above 800,000. At mid­ 
month, the dealers were selling 
64 per cent more a day than a 
year earlier. 
But 
comparisons 
can 
be 
tricky. This year the new mod­ 
els were displayed later. Octo­ 
ber is seeing the first chance 
the buyer had to get a 1966 mod­ 
el; a year ago the 1965 models 
had 
been around 
for some 
time. Also, last year General 
Motors was struck and many 
dealers were short of GM cars. 
In the case of steel, the drop 
in production for eight straight 
weeks, with signs that the de­ 
cline is continuing, a1 so must be 
put into perspective. Tile mills 
now are producing at less than 
-two-thirds of capacity, at the 
lowest level since December 
1963. 
But most of this drop had 
been expected. It resulted from 
th* Mgi buildup in stocks by con- 
su-meFti - who -feared-a steel 
strike. This was averted by a 
new labor contract settlement 
early in September.Consumers 
have lots of steel on hand and 
aren't pressing the mills for 
shipments. 
But what is worrying the mills 
is that the drop in new orders, 
although that too was expected, 
is 
more 
severe than first 
thought likely and is lasting 
longer than the mills had hoped.

Congress Expects 


Long Vacations

WASHINGTON (AP) — Con-, 
gress has come to expect a va­ 
cation of two or three months, 
unlike the rest of the population 
which considers a job a yearly 
occupation with perhaps no 
more than a month off at most. 
Thus the moans and groans 
about fatigue and overwork and 
the need for rest coming from 
the Capitol before Congress fi­ 
nally closed up for the year Oct. 
23. 
The big exception was in 1963 
when it stayed until Dec. 30.No 
peacetime session was ever 
longer. But in 1964 it quit Oct. 3, 
in 1962 onOct.l3,andinl961on 
Sept. 27. 
This was a highly productive 
Congress — President Johnson 
called it “fabulous” and it was 
probably the greatest producer 
in A merican history — but this 
. very fact raises a question. 
Why should such production 
be so unusual? 
It wouldn't be so unusual lf 
Congress 
generally 
worked 
harder, cut out some of the 
bombast and oratory and stall­ 
ing and, instead of voting as 
parties, lined up for or against a 
piece of legislation 
on its 
m erits. 
There have been few Con­ 
gresses in history which could 
not have done more than they 
did. And in a society like this, 
with political parties, there will 
be politics in legislation except 
perhaps in emergency. 
But it's an unhappy reflection 
on the congressional process 
when Congress is most produc­ 


tive only in times of national 
peril or when prodded, driven 
. and guided by a strong p re s i­ 
dent. 
The 
two 
most productive 
peacetime Congresses in this 
century were in the depression 
days when President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt's New Deal was 
trying to avoid disaster and now 
under Johnson. 
Johnson, the most experi­ 
enced of all presidents in the 
ways of Congress since he spent 
25 years there, happens to be a 
political genius. 
But even this would not have 
been enough to get his load of 
major legislation approved this 
year if the Democrats had not 
won such overwhelming control 
of Congress in the 1964 elec­ 
tions. 
And even that might not have 
been enough if Johnson, who 
has 
practically no outside 
recreation except when on his 
Texas ranch, hadn't worked al­ 
most around the clock lining up 
congressional votes for his leg­ 
islation. 
When this Congress finished, 
the Republican leaders -—Sen. 
Everett M. Dirksen of Illinois 
and Rep. Gerald R. Ford of 
Michigan — made the usual 
comments that minority leaders 
make at a time like this. 
Ford complained about the 
“ evils of one-party dominance*' 
and that, under the insistence of 
Johnson for action, a lot of 
Democrats didn't know “wheth­ 
er to clap their hands or click 
their heels.'* He called this a 
“ hip-pocket Congress.'* 
Dirksen, closer to Johnson 


than Ford, called this Congress 
“ an echo, not a choice.'* 
But the question neither Dirk* 
sen, Ford nor anyone has of­ 
fered an answer to is this: 
Granted Johnson never got off 
Congress' back, but why does 
Congress have to be pushed into 
a great performance? 
Why can't it do the same job 
on its own? Tile answer of histo­ 
ry seems to be: it is not capable 
of it by itself. It would be nice to 
think otherwise but the record 
speaks for itself.

building. It then could not be 
moved or substantially altered 
without official approval. 
Sir Winston died in a ground- 
floor room in the house on Jan. 
24. 
Sir Winston moved into the 
house during World War II and 
bought No. 27 for his staff.

No Peace 
Feelers in 
Viet Nam 


WASHINGTON (A P)— What- 
ever its other results, Ameri­ 
ca's large-scale entry into the 
Viet Nam war has failed so far 
to produce a meaningful peace 
feeler from North Viet Nam. 
This report comes from UjS. 
diplomats, who for six months 
have searched for any promis­ 
ing Red response to President 
Johnson's April 7 offer of “ un­ 
conditional discussions'* with 
the governments concerned. 
One reason for the introduc­ 
tion of US. combat troops in the 
South and air attacks on the 
North, Johnson said at the time, 
was to make “clear that the 
only path for reasonable men is 
the path of peaceful settle­ 
ment.** 
Since then the Viet Cong mon­ 
soon season offensive has come 
and gone on a much smaller 
scale than US. officials expect­ 
ed. Tile beefed-up US. ground 
forces often gave the guerrillas 
a bloody nose, and American 
bombers struck north with regu­ 
larity. 
Now the same Washington 
sources who once predicted ma­ 
jor rethinking by Hanoi this fall 
are reporting that the Reds 
seem as determined as ever to 
slug it out. 
If anything, Hanoi may have 
toughened its line. 
A few months ago UJ5. poli­ 
cymakers figured North Viet 
Nam might not be insisting on 
its four-point plan — which in­ 
cludes a withdrawal of foreign 
forces and acceptance of the 
Communist program 
in the 
South — as a precondition for 
talks. Now Red propagandists 
seem to be demanding the four 
points as a prerequisite. 
This adds up to a gloomy out­ 
look for a diplomatic solution 
any time soon. Instead, US. 
diplomats expect hard fighting 
ahead on the military front,and 
there is more talk about win­ 
ning the war that way — with­ 
out a peace conference. 
On the Communist side, mor­ 
ale is a vital problem for Hanoi. 
The Viet Cong live in greater 
peril and hardship than their 
Jouth Vietnamese government 
opponent*. 
The will to fight on for a 
vague and distant reward is the 
guerrillas9 strongest armor, 
and peace talks could eat into 
that. 
So for the Red leaders, a mili­ 
tary solution may continue to be 
more appealing than the confer­ 
ence table. North Viet Nam is 
still declaring that the “ defeat 
of US. imperialism is beyond 
question.'* 
And if the tide of battle goes 
against the Asian Communists, 
they have room in doctrine and 
experience for a tactical shift, 
laying low to strike again later. 
Johnson voiced hope April 7 
“that peace will come swiftly.*9 
At the same time he added: 
“ But that is in the hands of 
others besides ourselves. And 
we must be prepared for a long 
continued conflict.'*

West Berlin 
LonelyCity 
of Tensions 


BERLIN (AP)—Beneath its 
glitter of prosperity, West Ber­ 
lin is a city of tension and lone­ 
liness. Each day on the aver­ 
age, two or more persons com­ 
mit suicide in the Communist- 
encircled city. Half a dozen 
more attempt to kill them­ 
selves. 
“ The wall and the fact of 
being enclosed create an atmos­ 
phere of tension,'* says Dr. 
Berthold Moldenhauer, a chie 
psychiatrist at Karl-Bonhoeffei 
Mental Hospital. 
Last year there were 881 
known suicides, or 40 for every 
100,000 inhabitants. It was only 
110 less than Denmark, which 
has more than twice the popula­ 
tion. 
Ellen Balaszeskul, a psychi­ 
atric social worker, says “one 
of the most frequent reasons is 
loneliness of one kind or anoth­ 
er.'* But she finds no single an­ 
swer to why the suicide rate is 
high. 
“ Tile suicide rate in Berlin 
was high even before World 
War I," she said. 
More than half of West Ber­ 
lin's people are 45 or older,and 
about a quarter of the suicides 
are 50-60. The attempted sui­ 
cides 
predominantly involve 
persons In the 20-30 age group. 
Dr. Moldenhauer said most of 
the persons sent to the mental 


hospital after trying suicide are 
in an alcoholic and depressed 
state. The younger ones usually 
are treated in regular city hos­ 
pitals. 
The rate is especially high, he 
said, around holidays. Hie rate 
drops when the city Atees a di­ 
rect threat, such aswhen8oviet 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev de­ 
manded in 1958 the withdrawal 
of all Aesten forces from Ber­ 
lin. 
“ In the state of acute threat 
to 
life,'* Moldenhauer said. 
“ most people react properly. 
Hie Berlin Telephone Soul- 
Care Service was set up nine 
years 
ago. 
Telephones are 
manned aradid the clock to 
lend a sympathetic ear to trou­ 
bled people. Hie service re­ 
ceives 15 telephone calls a day 
and conducts foce-to-foce inter­ 
views with five persons.
